Tux Sanitary Board spout an hour ands 
half yeatorday “discussing the question of 
the reporting of infectious diseases, which 
they tried to wrestlo with Inst week; and 
they had again to confess that thoy could not 
arrive st a satiafactory conclusion. We are 
not at all surprised at this rosult, We point- 
ed out Inst week that they were discussing 
a yory difficult question, which none of them 
aéemed to havo thought out, or oven given 
serious consideration te. During the in- 
terval, however, cortiin members, if not 
all; ‘appear to havo’ get themselves to the 
task, and ifthey found out yesterday. that 
thoy could not arrive at unanimity, or that 
their solutions were not wholly practicable, 
they wore at least able to furnish data out 
of which ‘we think a final or a least 2 work- 
able temporary solution can be obtained. 
A litile of the Registrar Genoral and Dr. 
Ho Koi, but not too much of them; a good 
deal of Dr. Cantlia, a flavouring of the 
Chairman and Mr Ede, aud Mr Francis 
thrown jn ‘to give consistency, and the 
thing is done, - To‘ put the ‘matter lesa 
figuratively, Wo think, with Dr, Cantlio, 
that all ides of compulling the reporting of 


‘diphtheria, typhus, “typhoid and scarlet 


fever should be abstidoned as impractic- 
able. The Chinese have not even names 
for these diseases, far lesa do they know 
anything about their symptoms. Besides, 
they ore relatively of acldom occurrence in 
this Colony. There thon remaina to be 
dealt with, amall-pox and cholera. With 
regard to the latter, wo fear it is uselosa to 
expect tho Ghineso to report. As the 
Chairman said, even with Europeans the 
ideas of what constitutes cholora are very 
vague. His experionce during the recent 
scare waa that mere vomiliog and pur- 
ging were generally. regarded os infal- 
lible indications of cholera, The duty of 
reporting and ‘of discovering casos of cho, 
Tora must thorofore, we foar, bo ‘rotogatod 
entiroly to tho.officors of the Sanitary Board 
and the Police, The former especially come 
almost daily in contact with the tenants of 
houses in the Chinese quarter, a0 that the 
danger of a disease propagating itself for a 
length of time without detection otight not 
to be great, Every facility, of course, 
ought to ba given to people to report, but 
any attempt at making non-reporting a 
crime ssould we think prove a failure, 

ith regard. to.small-pox the conditions 
are entirely different. | Infection, it is 
trne, as an abstract idea, is as.-yot 
very vaguely conceived’ by tho Chines, 
Ifa diseaso spreads from one : member 
to anuther the cause will be attribated 
to the influence of .‘Josy’ or to some, 
othor thing entirely different from the true 
cause, Itmay be taken for granted, how- 
ever, that they all know the marks of small- 
pox, and on firtthought it would'rot seem 
to.be a great hardship to require them to im- 
mediataly report the existence ‘of this dis- 
ease, ‘We must remember, however, that 
we aro dealing with a people who have 
liltle idea of the motives of such alow and 
who would never conceive disobedience to 
be a crime. Even ot Hho, where the 
sympathies of the people are with the 
authorities, considerable difficulties -were 
experivnced in enforcing compulsory re- 
porting, ‘acid as much was done in the 


way of encouragement as ‘of ‘compulsion, |"

THE REBELLION IN FORMOSA. 

“, A correspondent at Taiwanfoo writes to 
ua under date af 29th October as follows:— 
On 5th October the gates of ‘Chiang-hoa werd 
closed against thercbels. On the following 
day a bady of 300 soldiors attempting to 
enter the city wero attacked and a number 
killed. On tho 10th Oct., a wealthy man 
in the noighbourhood came to tha reliof of 
tho city, just in time to prevent the people 
inside from opening tho gatos to tho insure 
gents, Afterwards tho authorities seom to 
have gained. the uppor hand, and on tha 
10th, the gates wero again opened for iraflic. 
Several villagesin the neighbourhood which 
bad harboured tho robols woro attacked and 
burned. Tho town of Ka-gi has not been 
attacked, The Chhin-tae arrived thers 
with his soldiera on the 17th. The District 
Magistrate haa heon dismissed, and the Tai- 
van Magistrate sent to take hia placo; on 
hia way north hie baggage was plundored 
by the people. The general impression is 
that the present rising is premature, pro- 
cipitated bya quarrel caused by athreatened 
rise in the prico of anit. They should have 
waited, if they expected success, tll tho 
rice-larvest in the 10th month waa gathered 
in. -Reporia aro prevalent that even yot 
thero will be a more gencral rising thon, 
But ‘fore-warned is fore-armed.’

THE PROPOSED TOWN BAND. 
To the Haiter of the *Cuixs Mant.’ 
2nd November, 1883. 

Sir,—As a citizen who thinks. life anfli- 
ciently burdened with annoyances withont 
our taking measures to increase their num- 
bor, I feel grateful for the effort you mado 
in the China Mail the. other day-to relieve 
the Colony from the proposed infliction of 
a two-thousand-dollar public band. Any- 
body with ever ao little knowledge of banda 
must see at once that one on tho basis sug- 
gested at lest moating of the Finance Com- 
mittee would bea public nuisance, whether 
attached to the Police or the Volunteers, 
or,—as Mr Layton humourously suggested— 
to the Sanitary Board. I-have always re- 
garded it ns ono of the chief blessings of 
existence in this Colony that its inhabi- 
tanta are not afficted ‘by visits from 
thono nomadic and: melancholy min- 
atrols known st Home as German 
Bands,—a blessing which is second only 
in importance to our frvedum from the 
itinerant organ grinder, with his wheezy, 
asthmatic ‘kiet o' whistles’ and its ‘ damn- 
able iteration ’ of threadbare melodics—and 
YT ahould certainly be scrry to have life made 
‘a tortura by a public band of two-thousand- 
dollars-a-year calibre, Can our surplus not 
be disposed of otherwise? Ia it not the 
casa, 88 you point out, thet the Fire Bri- 
gade has been kept at starvation point for 
years? Has there beon o frenzied public 
demand for a band--and such a band? If 
not, why thrust iton us? What have we 
done to deserve it T : 

Wo huve hitherto been accustomed to 
something very much superior in the way 
of a band to what we should have in a two- 
thoazand-dollar squad of musicians (7) The 
tnilitary band wo have with us at present, 
and which J regret we are soon to lose, 
has enlivened many a ‘function’ that would 
have been insufferably dull withunt it, and 
we owg Me Moran and his mon a debt of 
gratitude. Would such a public band as 
has nuw been proposed have the same 
effect? Ithink not. Musical taste is not 
alarmingly high in the Colony; we are by 
no means difficult to please ; we don’t yearn 
for elagsical music, at least not much, but I 
don’t think we could over get reconciled to 
anything quite so cheap and nasty as the 
kind of thing comtemplated now. Two 
thousand dollars! Why, sir, a competent 
band-master would be a barpain at that 
sum, to say nothing of the rest, No, Mr 
Survayor General, the Colony is not ‘suffi. 
ciently advanced’ for this scheme, I am 
afraid, and while ve may recognise that we 
sould npt gat on very well without a baod, 
that, in fact, ‘Society ' jd Hongkong would 
fall to picces without one, we may hope 
thet our military friends will always be able 
to come to our assistance, and save us from 
a social collapse.

DLondow, 4th Oct—At the coromony of 
the presentation of tho freedom of the City 
of Dublin tu Cardinal Moran, tho Cardinal
